Whether sheep are any relation to 


camels the bureau of forestry does not 
attempt to determine, but It has dis- 
covered that sheep caa go four aad a" 
half months without water, except for 
euch moisture as they can get from 
the dew and the Juices of forag» 
plants. 


The constantly increa;!=g demand 


for grating ground has forced forestry 
odcers to find places for as much 
ttock as caa safely bo admitted to the • 
forests. 
Therefore, they have tried, 


apparently with success, the grazing 
cf sheep oa ranges entirely destitute 
of water. Tha grazing seasoa lasts 
from June IS to October 231, and dur- 
ing this period of four and a half 
months the animals oa these ranges 
do not get drinttg water.

done extremely well, acd last year's 
lambs from the Nebo national forest. 
Utah, had aa average weight at tha 
close of the teasoa of 63 pounds, which 
Is declared to ba rather; above the nor- 
mal weight.
